Garrison has alleged that Fer- 
rie, Lee Harvey Oswald and 
Clay L. Shaw plotted in mid- 
September 1963 to kill President 
Kennedy. Oswald and Feme 
area dead. Shaw, 4, a retired 
New Orleans executive, has 
been indicted on a charge of 
conspiring to kill the president. 

The warrants for Novel and 
Arcacha were signed by Crimi- 
nal Dist Court Judge Thomas 
Brahney, who set bond at $5,000 
for each. Novel already had a 
$50,000 bond awaiting him on 
the warrant for. his arrest as a 
material witness. 

Arcacha, head of the anti-Cas- 
tro Cuban Revolutionary 
Council in New Orleans in 1961, 
said in Dallas he does not know 
whether he will fight extradition 
to New Orleans. But he added, 
“It is a shame that in this coun- 
try they do this to honest peo- 
ple.” , r. 

The Shaw case is scheduled 
for arraignment Wednesday.,; 
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
